The 
Mew York branch of FAN has no actual headquarters but utilizes 
F.O. Box 220, Murray Hill Station, NY 16, NY, as a mailing ^ 
address, ; 

According to this source, FAN, NYC, was formed under 
the direction of GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL, leader of tie ANP, 
Arlington, Va. and is composed of individuals who are in sympathy 1* 
with the aims and purposes of:the ANP but who are reluctant -tp 
expose-themselves-publicly as 1 ANP sympathizers . - These individuals': 
are urged to participate in picketing Communist sponsored affcairs 
in NYC so that FAN, NYC creates the impression of being strictly 
an anti-Communist organization. Although not openly antl-semitic, 
these individuals give inference of being anti-semitic through the 
use of armbands they wear and placards they carry while picketing.

All sources 
furnishing Information in connection with these thumbnail 
sketches are described as having furnished reliable information 
in the past. 

Activities of individuals and groups must be 
specifically identified with the correct klan organization. 
Terms such as "the klan" or "a klansman 11 must not be used 
unless it is clearly Indicated to which klan organization 
reference is being made. Care should be taken to use the 
correct name of a klan-type and hate-type organization in 
reporting information. 

A thumbnail of an affiliate organization includes 
a statement showing affiliation with the parent organization. 
When such a thumbnail ia used the thumbnail of the parent 
organization should also be set forth. 

When submitting characterizations of klan-type or 
hate-type organizations instructions set forth in the Manual 
of Rules and Regulations, Part II, Section 4, Page 21, should 
be olosely followed.

According to the report, "Common Sense" depicts 
communism as Judaism and devotes its pages almost entirely 
to attacks on the Jewish and to a lesser extent, the Negro 
minorities in the United States■ Sympathy for the former 
Nazi government in Germany is also shown in the paper.

A source advised on August 20* 1955, that a new 
organization known as Florida Ku Klux Klan (FKKK) had been 
formed at MacClenny, Florida* on August 14, 1955 , by former 
members of the Association of Florida Ku Klux Klan (AFKKK), 

The objectives of this group, according to a second 
source, are to oppose integration in the schools and to 
fight' communism* 

Regarding AFKKK, a third source advised that a 
former official of the Association of Georgia Rians (AGK) 
formed an organization on July 7, 1953* known as AFKKK* 

The “Morning Tribune, 11 Tampa, Florida newspaper, in its 
August 11, 1955 issue, revealed AFKKK disbanded on that 
date. 


A fourth source advised on October 25, 1956, that 
AFKKK operated under the same principles and bylaws as the 
AGK* The AGK has been designated by the Attorney General 
pursuant to Executive Order 10450, 

A fifth source advised on February 17, 1958, that 
the FKKK was operating and maintaining the same objectives 
as set forth above. 

The sixth source advised on June 28, 1961, that 
at a meeting held in Orlando, Florida, on June 25, 1961, 
the FKKK and the United Rians, Knights of the Ku Klux 
Klan, Inc*, in Florida, consolidated, and the new organi¬ 
zation is known as the UFKKK.

Jeffersonville, Indiana, 

In November, 1958, a source advised that the NSRP 
was composed of past members of Elan-type organizations and 
notorious anti-Semites* 

Issue No, 60 f dated July-August, 1964, reflects 
the mailing address of the NSRP was Post Office Box 783, 
Birmingham, Alabama. 

On September 21, 1964, a second source advised 
that EDWARD R* FIELDS, Inf oration Director of the NSRP, 
and Editor of "The Thunderbolt", was the Individual who 
"runs the NSRP", 


"The Thunderbolt" continues to publish articles 
attaching Negroes and persona of the Jewish faith. 

On August 24, 1964, a third source made available 
a leaflet reflecting that on April 28, 1964, JERRY DUTTON, 
National Youth Leader, NSRP, and other NSRP officials and/or 
members resigned from their positions in the NSRP in protest 
of the defeatist policies of Dr, EDWARD H, FIELDS. This 
leaflet stated that "We n (Jerry Dutton and others) had formed 
the American States Rights Party (ASRP), It was also stated 
that funds from loyal party members had launched the A3RP 
publication, "The White American". 


On June 22, 1965, the third source advised that 
"The White American" is still being published by the ASRP 
and continues to carry articles attacking Negroes and persons 
of the Jewish faith.

A source advised during the period from 1963 to 1965 
that the Pioneer Club at Orlando, Florida (PCAOF) was an inde¬ 
pendent klan organization consisting of just one klavern, which 
met in a clubhouse used by the Ku Klux Klan, located off Kaw 
Lige Lane, east of Orlando* Florida. Source advised that, as 
of the first part of 1965, the PCAOF was meeting irregularly. 

This source and a second source, who was interviewed 
on April 2, 1965, advised that the PCAOF is opposed to integra¬ 
tion in schools and to communism; further, that they follow 
the thinking of other klan groups in being anti-Semitic, anti- 
Catholic and anti-Negro, 

Second source advised in April, 1965 that, as of 
April 26, 1965, the name of the independent klan organisation 
was changed from PCAOF to the Florida Pioneer Club, and that the 
change of name will not change any of the policies or thinking 
of same.

WHITE KNIGHTS OF THE KU KLUX 
KLAN OF MISSISSIPPI (WKKKKOM) 

A source advised that on February 15, 1964, 
approximately 200 members of the Origiid. Knights of the 
Kn Klux Xian (OKKKK) from the State of Mississippi met 
at Brookhaven, Mississippi* Those present decided to 
defect from the OKKKK and to form their own Klan group in 
Mississippi to be known as the White Knights of the Ru Klux 
Klan of Mississippi. 

This source advised that the aims and purposes of 
the White Knights of the Ku Klux Klan of-Mississippi are to 
preserve Christian civilization, protect and promote white 
supremacy and the segregation of the races, to fight 
Communism and to extend the dignity, heritage, and rights 
of the white race of America. 

A second source advised on August 10, 1966, that 
the White Knights of the Ku Klux Klan of Mississippi is an 
unincorporated secret organization existing in the State of 
Mississippi and dedicated to the preservation of white 
supremacy at any cost, including the use of force and 
violence. The official constitution and other directives 
of the organization do not show any advocation of force 
or violence, but it is generally conceded among the members 
that in the end force and violence will be the only 
salvation of the white man with regard to his relationships 
with the Negro race. The White Knights of the Ku Klux Klan 
is controlled by the Im^rial Wizard and other State Officers 
and the state is divided into districts and provinces. 

There is an estimated membership, as of August 10, 1966, 
of 800 to 1000 dues^paylng members of this organization. 

The aims and purposes of the organization continue to be 
the same as when the organization was created in February, 
1964. Sam H, Bowers, Jr., Laurel, Mississippi, continues 
to be the Imperial Wizard,
